‘I'he members of the “ German Evangelical Lutheran Ministerium 
of Pennsylvania and the adjacent States ”’ assembled (in accordance 
with a resolution passed at the last annual meeting,) in Pottsville, Pa., 
on Trinity Sunday. | 

The Synodical Sermon was preached on Sunday morning by Rev. 
Dr. C..R. Demme, from Mal. ii. 6. “The law of truth was in his 
mouth, and iniquity was not found in his lips: he walked with me 


in peace and equity, and did turn many from iniquity.” In the af- 


ternoon the Secretary, Rev. G. F. J. Jaeger preached from Acts 
xxiv, 5, and in thé evening Rey. J. Voglebach, from Phil. iii, 8, 9. 
On the Saturday evening previous candidate C. H. Brandt had 
preached from Jn. xiv, 23, 29. 

In the English Lutheran Church at Pottsville, Rev. Mr. Breiden- 
baugh preached in the morning, and Dr, Morris in the evening, and 


several other pulpits of the place were occupied caning the day by the 
members of the Synod.

These documents were aceompanied by a better from Rev. Mr. 0 
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Fliedner, to Dr. Ernst, then President of the Synod, in which he 
informs him that on the 12th of June, he had introduced four Dea- 
connesses from Kaiserswerth into the infirmary recently established 
by Rev. Mr. Passavant, in order to aid in founding a Parent Institu- 
tion of Deaconnesses, at that place. He also expressed a desire to 
receive from the President in the name of our Synod a written ex- 
pression of fraternal fellowship addressed to the Synod of Westpha- 
lia, to be forwarded to him, at New York, before the 5th of Septem- 
ber, at which time he expected to set sail. 
As I received these papers at too late a date to comply with this 
request, I sent no such communication. 
On the 20th of September I received, through the widow of our 
late worthy President, a letter from Rev. A. Georgii, of New Bedford, 


Cohorton Co., Ohio, in which he excuses himself for not being pre-. 


sent at our last session in Lebanon, and assigns as the cause the great 
expense and distance. He also requests of the President an honorary 
dismission, as he expected in a few weeks to remove into the neigh- 
borhood of the Synod of Michigan. ‘This request was complied 
with. No. 3. 

On the 7th of October I received a letter from candidate Wagner, 
who had taken charge of the Norristown congregation. He requested 
me to recommend him to the congregation at Lebanon. But as I had 
heard that that congregation had already invited several other breth- 
ren, [ advised him not to leave the post he had so recently assumed, 
lest that congregation might lose confidence in us, if two of our mem- 
bers should so hastily desert them.

‘No. 1. Is a report of the printer of the said Hymn Book in which 
he states, in regard to the publication and distribution of the work, 
that he has not only fulfilled his contract with the Synod in reference 
to the external appearance and the qnality of the paper employed, 
but that he has even gone beyond it, and, moreover, that additional 
means are now at his disposal, not only for continuing it in the same 
style, but even of improving it yet further; that influential religious : 
periodicals have expressed themselves most favorably with reference 
to the intrinsic value, as well as to the external form, and the mechan: 


-ical execution of the book: that he feels himself most deeply indebted 


to Dr, Demme for his unwearied assiduity and constant aid in carry- 
ing it through the press, by which alone he wasenabled to complete it as 
he has done. He also gratefully mentions the kind advice and co-opera; 
tion of Rev. Mr. Reichert. A very favorable account is given of 1H® 


circulation of the book, inasmuch as not only members of the Synod 


but also many ministers and other influential individuals imall parts 
of the United States have taken an active share in its distribution; 80 
that, since the presentation of his report to the Hymn Book Committed 
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on the Ist of April it has. been necessary to publish a second edition 
of the smallgg size, of which already more than a thousand copies 
have been sold,"and the number therefore of the larger size sold, 


amounts to 3,250, and of the smaller more than 7,500, more 


than 10,750. 


In conclusion he adds, that he has had much opposition to contend | 
with, and many obstacles to overcome, both ia the execution of the 


work, and in the circulation of the book, inasmuch as hostile indivi- 
duals, prompted by malice and their own selfish interest, have sought 
to injure the work by means of scandalous aspersions and migrepre- 
sentations; to which must be added (as your Committee learns also 
from other sources) that Mr. Radde of New York has undertaken to 
print a piractical edition of our work, and append it to a Hymn Book 
compiled by himself; that we, however, in spite of all difficulties and 


‘in reliance upon the divine blessing that rests upon every good cause, 


will use every effort to extend the circulation of our book. 

He also directs attention to the accompanying Index marked No. 2, 
which contains the Scripture passages that accompany the hymns in 
our book, and which have been collected and arranged by Rey.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 


MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 
OF THE EVAN. LUTHERAN SYNOD OF PENNSYLVANIA, 


Read at the Annual Meeting held at Pottsville, May 28, 1850, 


THE FOREIGN MISSION. 


Our Missionary,. Brother Heyer, who since his return in the year 
1847, has been laboring with manifest success in the field, selected 
by himself, among the Telugus, in connection with Brother Gunn, 
has extended his operations to the Palnaud district, and commenced 
his work also there with the opening of schools, . 

The Lord has opened the door for bim in eight different villages of 
this district, although many difficulties had first to be removed. This 
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ter blessed ‘his small beginning with great success. With the wisdom 
of a serpent aid the harmilessness of a dove, he endeavored to gain the 
fidence and’attention of the heathen, who were prejudiced against 
schools. At Gurgal, lie writes, the peopleare very careless about schools, 
and af first did not wish to have a Christian teacher. In consequence of 
' this, during the first few weeks; & Bramin was employed as teacher, , 
afterwards a young man who had indeed received instruction in the 
Mission Schoo! at Guntoor, but.had not yet made a profession of Chris- 
_ tianity; and upon his dismissal, many of the parents were satisfied to 
entrust their children, among whom were some. girls, to the care of a 
Christian teacher. 
Tn August and September of the previous year this work was inter. 
‘rupted by the breaking out of the cholera, which for some weeks cu! 
off all intercourse; but after the disappearance of this dreadful disease, 
it was prosecuted with néw zeal, and he now rejoices in the 7 of 
a slow but successful progress. 

Brother Heyer imtends to proseeute the work which he has thus com- 
menced ; he buptized in this district, from February of the first year 
to the beginning of December, 39 persons. The desire for this sa- 
crament, on the part of those who have been convinced of the truth of 
the preaching of the gospel, still continues. In the month of Novem- 
ber last he administered the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, for the 
first time, to 14 persons. In the public worship of God, he writes 
in a letter of the 8th of of the order 
is observed: 

We commence with of one or more of the Psalms of 
David. I read the first verse, those in the assembly who have books 
and ‘are able to read, the second, and so alternately to the end. After 
the reading, a hymn is sung out of the small Telegoo Hymn-Book, 
which our Christian friend Mr. H. Nevill had printed; at the conclu- 
sion of the singing we repeat kneeling the confession of sins, and the 
Lord’s Prayer; thereupon I read the gospel or some passage out of 
’ the New Testament;—then we sing again; next the congregation 
stands up and prays with the pastor the Te Deum or “ Tord God we 
praise thee,” and repeat the articles of the Christian faith; after which 
fallow the’ sermon, prayer, a hymn andthe ‘blessing. In the daily

After Brother Heyer had remained in this neighbourhood for about 
3 months, he returned again on the 40th of November to Guntoor on 
a visit, but found to his sorrow many changes. It is true, he had the 
great pleasure of meeting Brother Marz, who had been sent as a fel- 
low laborer, and of whom he speaks very favorably; but Brother Gittin 
had been obliged to leave Guntoor with his family, owing to ill health, 
and betake himself for his restoration to Madras. He for his part is 
under the serious apprehension, that Brother Gunn will be obliged to 
return to the United States for the recovery of his health. 

Brother Marz has made very great progress in the Telugoo lan- 
guage, and besides already made himself very useful, But Brother 
Heyer expresses himself most favorably about the old friend of our 


Mission, Mr. Stokes, and certainly we have 1eason to thank the Lord 


for the assistance he has rendered to our mission through this excellent 


man, and which he still continues to give, so that Brother Heyer has 


the prospect of founding a Christian village in the district of the Pal- 
naud, in the neighborhood of Gurgal, upon about 9 acres of land which 
were given to the mission by Brother Stokes. Laborers have already 


been engeged to erect some houses, and also in Polypally buildings for 


a church and school, upon a lot presented bv the government. 

Brother Heyer writes, that if this work in the district of the Pal- 
naud is to be prosecuted, it will be indispensably necessary for the 
friends of the mission in America, not only to continue their previous 
contributions, but also in future to increase them, for the support and 
€nlargement of the schools and the appointment of additional teachers; 
he also expresses a wish that particular collections may be made and 
sent to him for the increase of the Christian village.

Brother. Walz is laboring in the city of Wilmington, Del. The 


number of Germans living there is not very great, and the most. of 


these are young unmarried people, who remain there a short time and 


then move.to another place. There are not more than 10 or 12 fa. 


milies in the congregation. ‘The morning services are tolerably well 
attended, but very few and sometimes no men at all come to the house 
of God in the afternoon. In the course of the past winter Brother 
Walz commenced a Sunday School in which he himself assisted, 
giving instructions ip Biblical History, By the encouragement of the 
officers of the church, for the purpose of meeting the wants of the 
young, he opened without assistance from any other quarier, at the 
commencement of the present month, a German week day school, 
which is attended by about 10 children between the ages of 2 and 13 
years. Bro. W. has many difficulues to contend with, in the sphere 
of his labors, but discharges the duties of his office with conseientious 
fidelity, and his labors have not been without success. ‘The upright 
members of the congregation do whiat they can for the continuance of 
the divine service, and Bro. Walz expects that the number of Ger. 
mans in Wilmington will considerably increase, as a porcelain manu- 
factory has been opened there. Iu the meanwhile it will be neces- 
sary to support him still further out of the Missionary Treasury. In 
the last year-he baptized 5, confirmed 3, administered the Sacrament 


to 21, and attenced 4 funerals. 


Brother Walz, visited also, at the close of the summer, by the ad. 
vice of Dr. Demme, the Germans in Salem, N. J., but there are but 
about 10 families living there, and among these are found Rationalists 


Catholies. 


Brandt, who preached in N. J, left that city with the 
consent of the Committee, in the course of the last year, and betook 
himself to Manayunk, whence also he preaches at the Rising Sun. 
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_ ‘The cor gregation at Manayunk consists of 20 families'and 44 un- 
martied persons, They have determined to ‘build themselves a 
church; but as'most of the members are’ poor, scarcely sup- 
port themselves, and-consequently able to give bat’ litle or nothing 
for the building of the church, the pastor undertook to make collec- 
tions for this purpose in the neighborhood He was so successful in 
this, that the corner stone of the new church was laid on last Easter 
Monday. ‘They expect by active exertions to collect so much, by the 
time the church is completed, as to leave little or no debt resting on 
the congregation. Bro. Brandt baptized during the past year in, Man- 
ayunk 12 children, and attended 8 funerals. But from want of a suit 
able place he was not able to administer the Holy Supper publicly; 
and for the same reason also, in addition to his — engaged 4 in con- 

stant collecting, he was able to open no school. 4 

The congregation at the Rising Sun consists of 25 faihtiliety and 54 
single persons. It holds its divine service in the school house there. 
When Mr. Brandt commenced preaching there, the Germans were in 
a sad moral and religious condition. By the pieaching of the divine 
word it has, under the blessing of-God, commenc:d to be better. 
Bro. B. baptized, in the past year, at Rising Sun, 15, buried 3, ad- 
ministered the Sacrament of the Lord’s Su pper to 70, and founded a 
3 Sunday School, consisting of 24 scholars. 

He preaches every Sunday morning at 10 o’c!ock in Manayunk, and 
every Sunday afternoon at 2, at the Rising Sun. Although he has 
been obliged to contend with many difficulties, both congregations 
have increased under his ministrations. Notwithstanding he is firm- 
ly of the opinion that these congregations cannot continue as inde- 
pendent congregations, but can only be supplied with the preaching 
of the Divine Word and the Holy Sacraments, when they become 


united with a German Lutheran congregation, which may be gathered 


in Kensington, and can be served by the Pastor of it alternately on 
Sunday afternoon. The congregation at Manayunk paid last year $3 
into the Missionary Treasury. | 

Brother Schwankowky, who was stationed; at the commencement 


of the past year; in Birmingham, where he endeavored to collect a con. 


gregation, has left that ptace and gone to Cumberland in Maryland, 


where he serves the German congregation which numbers 400 mem- 


bers, and has’ built a large and beautiful church. He is laboring there 


with success; but as the most of the members of the congregation are 
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without means, and there is a debt of $4500 on their church, they

far completed that he was able to preach there every Sunday; and the 
30th of last December it was solemnly consecrated. Since that time, 
he has preached there regularly, baptized 5, confirmed 7, administered 
the Lord’s Supper twice, and interred four. At the first administra. 
tion of the Sacrament, 28 participated; and atthe second 33. He has 
also organized a Sunday school, which consists of 12 teachers, and 
The congregation has introduced a body of 
rules, according to which the pastor is obliged to preach in English 
and German, and to be united with our Synod. If he does not be. 
long to our Synod when he is elected, he must attach himsclf to it, 
at the firstopportunity. Dissensions exist in the congregation, which 
grieve-the heart of the Pastor, and retard his exertions. Brother 
Wagner has given up the congregation, on this account, and it is very 
much to be wished that it may soon obtain a suitable pastor. 
Brother Erle labors in Cherry Valley, Sullivan Co., Pen., where 
he attends to four small congregations. During the past year he or 
ganized a congregation in Bradford Co., which consists of 30 Com- 
municants. ‘This congregation has begun to build a small church; 


and the church of the congregation in whick he resides is not yet § 


completed. He therefore asks for assistance for these two congrega- 
tions. During the past year he baptized 39, confirmed 22, adminis 
tered the Holy Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper to 164, and attended 
7 funerals. He collected in his congregations $5, 64 cents for the 


Missionary Treasury, and his confirmanis have organized a Juvenile 


Missionary Society, and forwarded $2,25 cents.
